Information Updates

A. Emergency Regulations
Sean Trask reported that the EM SA had submitted emergency EMT regulations on April
6 and they were approved and effective April 16, 2001. A copy was distributed to all
members. There was a discussion regarding the definition of rural; the optional skillsthat
may be approved at the LEM SA level; and the "rural" EMT scope of practice that must
be approved by the LEM SA and the EMSA. These regulations are effective only until
August 15, 2001.

The options availableto EMSA areto file the regular rule making process for regul ations

before August or to enhance and expand the EMT-II (or Intermediate) classification.
Sean distributed an EM 'S Personnel Framework Matrix as one possible proposal.

B. First Responder Regulations
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EMS First Responders are not mentioned in the regulations. The EMS Community
Needsto consider adding EM S First Responders. This may take statutory changes.
C. Thanksto CHP
A motion was made, seconded and passed unanimously to thank the CHP for their
hospitality at the March meeting.

Sean Trask will send out copies of the C2E2 skills
examinations to the Task Force Membersfor review.

5. Objective #4 - Rely on recommendations for guidelinesfor disciplinary orders.
6. Objective#5 - The Task Forceislooking at CE Guidelines with competency based
skills.
7. Objective #6 - Keep looking at NHTSA for proper terminology for all prehospital
personnel.
8. Objective#7 - Thereisasub-group that has developed a proposal to be reviewed by
the Task Force.

10. Objective#9 - Disciplinary process- the LEMSAs will submit their process to
EMSA for review
B. Issues Referred to the Vision Leadership Team

C. Committee Report: Licensure | ssues (Sub-committee members: Gloria Huerta, John

Pritting, Kevin White):

1. Themembers present continued the review of the draft licensure document prepared
by the subcommittee. Theterm "Local Optional "Advanced" Skillswas modified to
be Optional Skills. Theterm "EMT-I" was modified to be EMT Basic.

2. A photograph identification card will be required.

3. Theterm licensure will be changed to certification.

4. Section 100064 was added in several of the blanks so that the correct section of Title
22 wascited.

5. EMT-II will bereplaced with EMT Intermediate.

6. EMT-Pwill be replaced with Paramedic.

7. Thedatethe card wasissued was clarified and the following terminology will be
added..."which shall be the date of the completion of all accreditation requirements,
adate not to exceed the date of expiration on theindividual'sEMT certificate."

Section 100082 (Maintaining Continuous Accreditation) was modified to remove the
| from EMT-I in (a) (1); deleted advanced and card from (2); delete (A) and (B) and
add "successfully complete the periodic educational requirements as established by
the local accrediting authority"; delete (4) and add "Provide proof of affiliation with
an approved service provider; and delete (5).

Add (b) Accreditation shall be continuous with EMT certification provided all
optional skills reaccreditation requirements are met. A lapsein any of the
requirements resultsin lapse of the accreditation.

10. Add (c) If optional skills accreditation lapses, the individual must

(1) posses current CaliforniaEMT certificate

(2) show proof of affiliation with an approved optional skill provider

(3) show proof of optional skills accreditation within the past two years

(4) demonstrate competency in skills and knoweldgein the optional skill area
(5) pay the prescribed fee

Next meeting will be May 16, 2001 in Sacramento, from 10:00 AM to 4:00 PM, location to be determined
later. The Task Force members agreed to meet on the third Wednesday of each month to coincide with the
EMT-P Task Force, since some members sit on both committees.
